The  Murder. 

The  election  had  passed  off  very  quietly, 
last  Monday,  and  our  citizen*,  after  congratu- 
lating themselves  tliat  no  fights  had  taken 
place,  returned  to  their  homes  for  the  night 
feeling  relieved  that  another  occasion1  which 
fills  our  streets  with  drunken  men  had  passed 
without  serious  trouble,  but  Tuesday  morn-

Wilkerson  streets,  shot  in  the  head,  the 
b  ill  having  entered  near  the  left  ear.  No 
one  was  near  him  and  the  streets  were  de- 
verted.      Coroner    McEwan    was  notified 
and  had  the  body  removed  to  the  court- 
house,  where  an  i im| nest  was  boglM  at  *J 
o'clock     Tuesday     morning.  Numerous 
persons  from  the  immediate  locality  were 
examined,  most   ot    whom   knew  nothing. 
Some  had  heard  the  pistol  shots  and  loud 
talking,  but  saw  nothing.    Theodore  and 
Kol.ert  Davis  were  among  the  number,  and 
knew  as   little  as  the  rest.     It   looked  al- 
though it  was  to  be  a  repetition  of  the 
murder  of  the  negro  fin  the  Owen  ton  'pike 
last  winter — a  mystery.

crowd."  Theodore  Davis  here  came  tip 
and  asked  Hall  if  that  was  him;  he  then 
heard  Montague  say  he  wouldn't  shoot  any- 
body, and  some  one  told  him  to  go  away. 
He  then  saw  Hall  fire  upon  Montague  and 
saw  htm  fall.  When  these  facts  came  out 
there  was  a  hurrying  to  and  fro  of  ollicers, 
and  Theodore  and  Robert  Davis  were  ar- 
rested and  placed  in  jail,  while  Ifcaffft,  If, 
H.  P.  Williams,  jr.,  and  Lewis  Cox  moun- 
ted their  horses  and  left* for  Peak's  Mill  in 
search  of  Hall.  Theodore  Davis  was  again 
brought  before  the  Coroner's  jury,  and  for  a 
man  that  was  so  ignorant  of  any  of  the 
facts  connected  with  the  killing  in  the 
morning  he  knew  a  great  deal,  for  he  cor- 
rohorated  all  the  testimony  of  Monleeai. 
Bob  Davis  was  also  brought  back,  but  was 
so  drunk  that  nothing  could  be  gotten  out 
of  him,  except  that  he  was  so  drunk  the 
night  before  he  did  not  know  where  he  was. 
The  inquest  was  adjourned  until  Wednesday 
morning  and  the  Davises   placed   in  jail. 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  inquest 
Ceorge  Hall  was  arrested  by  City  Marshal 
Todd  and  Sheriff  Williams,  and  he  turned 
out  to  be  the  man  Mordecai  did  not  know, 
who  was  present  at  the  killing.
